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ABSTRACT 


In a brief review of the use of audiovisual materials 


in the library, the author uses descriptions of progrargs in the 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania area to document current developrents in 
public sct.ool libraries, regional centers, district centers, and 


academic libraries. She notes that some centers have equipment and no 


media and some have media and no equipment, that some librarians are 
disinterested and some fear audiovisual equipment, but there are a 
growing number of libraries that have the media, the equipment, and 
the programs which show potential for the future. (JY)

Avdiovisual Matzerials in Libraries Today 
by Blanche Woolls 
(The. following talk was one of four presentations. ‘The 
talk was supplemented by 35mm slides.

While museums, film libraries, film cooperatives, phono- 
record collections, and circulating picture collections have existed 
for many years, the greatest impetus to the expansion of audiovisual 
materials in library collections and their subsequent use by library 
patrons has been the flow of federal funds into the library community. 

In many states LSCA funds provided the means for developing 
film libraries where none existed. ESEA Title II provided school li- 
braries with funds to purchase media. It was puzzling to realize that 
Many <tatec plans for the eganaiourae of Title II allocations limited 
the percentage which could be spent on media, perhaps because a greater 
need was perceived for print than for nonprint. The reduction of 
federal funds will certainly hinder the continued expansion of audio- 
visual materials collections and will probably predict the curtailment 
of some existing programs. 

When preparing for this brief talk it seemed the best possible 
way to describe the use of audiovisual materials in libraries today by 
the use of media itself. Before we begin I must give credit *o 
Jerry Synowiec, media person for the Graduate School of Library and 
Information Scicnces at the University of Pittsburgh for driving 
through wind ané storm -- wel), it was rainin, -- to take the pictures 


for me. 
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A Gecision was necessary -- to seek out examples of media use 
in libraries all over the United State -- or to photograph in the 
Pittsburgh area and assume that this area is typical of the remainder 
of the United States. Since Jerry and I were limited both in time and 
Ree visitirg a variety of locations outside the Pittsburgh 
area was not feasible. Having viewed a variety of situations in other 
parts of the country, it is my opinion that what you will see today is 
neither the best you could find, nor the worst, not the least exciting 
nor the most exciting. You will be the judge of the degree of “typical.” 

The public schools are somewhat further ahead in the use of media 
than are other agencies. This may be true because of the priorities put 
on the establishment of elementary and secondary multi-media libraries 
through the publication of the 1969 Standards for School Melia Frearems 
the 1975 Media Programs District and School. The trend or impetus turther 
cam about with the push for the establishment of libraries in all schools 
which was initiated in the early 60's, Whatever the reason, we will begin 
with school libraries. 

Mt. Lebanon i: in the South Hills across the Monogahela River 
from downtown Pittsbirgh. Herbert Hoover School is an open concept 
elementary school. The principal, Dr. Shirley Davidson, is an adminis- 
trator who is vitally interested in a good library/media program and 
supported the planning of the librarian when new building blueprints 
were being finalized by the architect.

Mr. Shafer teachers .: video class (which receives .5 credits 
with albegra pays 1.0) and this class sent along a three minute video 
tape they made especially for this performance. I might add that any 
and all of the performers are ready for contracts if anyone is interested.

Students dc video intereviews as well as athletic and dramatic 
events. One local tclevision newscaster came to the school and acted 
as moderator for a discussion between school board members, the super- 
intendent and a parent on cambining two school districts. 

Our next. slides will be of a regional center. The Allegheny 
Intermediate Unit is one of twenty-nine intermediate units in the 


Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. Two of the largest are the intermediate 


units for the cities of Pittsburgh and Philadelphia. Allegheny Intermediate 


Unit serves Allegheny County with the exception of Pittsburgh. Some 
intermediate units serve two or more cowties.

We have centers with equipment and no media -- and media at 


the district level with no equipment. We have disinterest as well 


as interest at all levels. We have fear of the equipment by many who 


might otherwise try. But we do have media and programs which make use 


of media. And potential for the future. 
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
